Tyler Junior College was instru¬ 
mental in bringing the proposed 
GE Small Appliance Plant to Ty¬ 
ler, said Smith P. Reynolds, presi¬ 
dent of the Tyler Chamber of 
Commerce, in a letter to'Dr. H.

Based on information of a GE 
official, Mr. Reynolds said:

The GE Corporation has recent¬ 
ly acquired title to a 138-acre tract 
of land three miles southeast of 
Tyler on Route 110. 

According to present plans, the 
^k^ .^ill be a single story, mod¬ 
ernistic design building with 325,- 
000 square feet of floor space. 
Production is not expected until 
late fall, due to the expected de¬ 
lay in delivery of certain critical 
building material, according to a 
release from General Electric 
Headquarters in Bridgeport, Conn. 

The plant will manufacture all 
vacuum cleaners and fans made 
by GE as the production facilities 
for both are similar._
